In the shed were two steamers’ 
cargoes of goods, those of the Indrani and 
the Corean, and the remainder of several other 
These were ali destroyed. Two hun- 
dred tons of these goods were for city mer- 
chants whose losses will be probably $250,000. 
There were 200 tons more destined for West- 
ern Canada points, probably $200,000 worth. 
Fourteen cars of coal, eight cars of potatoes, 
and one carload of beef were consumed. The 
Canada Atlantic railway lost $10,000 in 
cars burned. The Armour Beef company of 
Chicago lost four cars. The Dominion Gov. 
ernment disinfecting apparatus, which cost 
$15,000, was also burned. In Water 
street all the wooden buildings from Nos. 
150 to 885 were damaged, most of them in- 
sured. Many narrow escapes occurred, Sev- 
eral were badly injured. Several vessels 
escaped by being taken out into the river. 
How the fire started is a mystery. 
When it reashed the grain elevator 
there was a terrific explosion, which 
partly wrecked the building and injured 
several men. The explosion is supposed to 
have been from accumulated dust. Nine cars 
of produce destined for the West Indies were 
destroyed. A large number of firemen and 
others were cut off by the fireand only prompt 
rescue by a steam tug saved their lives. The 
Armour Beef company of Chicago lost several 
of their patent cars. U. A. Leaman & Co, 
owned the meat in the burned Armour refrig- 
erator cars.

The travel in sleeping 
cars has increased so enormously that this fact 
alone, aside from the general fall in prices and 
carrying charges, long ago called fora large re- 
duction in sleeping car rates. The people of 
this great State should long ago have been pro- 
tected against this extortion and I recommend 
legislation on this cubject and the establishing 
of rates that shall be just to both the carrier and 
the public. 

' Bille in the House. 


There are three bills in the House on the

| MANY LIVES LOST IN AN BXPLOSION 


Gas Lets Ge in a ales Mexico Mine 
Twenty-five Bodie+ Recovered. - 

Cexamcos, N. M., Feb. 27.—White Ash 
Coal Mine, three. miles from Cerrillos, was 
the sene of a terrible explosion à little * 
fore noon today. . Thirty-five men were work- 
ing in four levels when the disaster occurred. 
Eleven of them have so far been | rescued, all 
in a dying condition. Up to 10 p. m. twenty- 
tive bodies have been taken out horribly 
burned and mutilated and . difficult of identi- 
fication. One of the rescuéd, John Stupes, 

says that he heard the explosion and himself 
pay five comrades started for the main slope, 
but could not get out, and retreated back into 
the mine to a pool of water, where they im- 
mersed themselves, and, by agitating the 
water, managed to get air enough to live on 
for the four hours of -theirjconfinement, but 
when the rescuing party repched them they 
were in the last stages of asphyxiation. 

The scenes of the identification of the 
wounded and dead .were — The 
miners are all married men. When the news 
of the disaster spread, wives. and children 
hurried from Waldo and Madrid, Not until 
evening, owing to the smoke, dust, and nox- 
ious vapors that filled every approach to the 
workings, could any progress be made toward 
effecting a rescue and the efforts were cruelly 
rewarded, for up to 7 clock but one miner 
had been reached. His dead body was found 
near the entrance. Three hours later the res- 
cuers succeeded in reaching the left fourth 
level and the dead bodies of several men were 
brought out. 

The sight about the mine @as heartrending 
in the extreme. Frantic wives, many of them 
carrying babies in their arms, having children 
clinging to their skir’s or to them, stood at 
the entrance of the mine for hours amid tears 
and prayers watching and waiting, while 
hundreds of men vainly struggled to gain 
entrance further into the mine. So dense was 
the smeke at one time during the afternoon 
that many thought the mine had taken fire. 
Up to 5 o'clock the gas continued to pour 
forth from the single opening in the mine in 
such volume as to make the progress of the 
rescuers very difficult, but an hour later 
noxious vapors cleared away and the work 
recovering the dead bodies began to prove 
more successful. 

Later in the evening eleven dyme miners 
were discovered in a bunch. They were proba- 
bly overcome in an effort to escape. Many 
heroic scenes have been witnessed during 
the afternoon and at night a grewsome spec- 
tacle is presented. Many camp fires dot the 
scene and the anguish of the women and 
children hovering about them hoping for the 

dest and urging the men on in their endeavora 


to reach the entombed, while others are eling- 


ing to their dead or ministering to those 
brought out alive, present a picture of 
human anguish. It is thought the explosion 
was caused by the miners breaking through 
into some abandoned working, thus liberat- 
ing the gas that had accumulated. The mine 
was worked through a single incline shaft ex- 
tending 3,000 feet in atan incline of thirty 
degrees, and seems to have been defective as 
respects ventilation. The mouth of the shaft 
is the sole means of egress. 

Nobody seems to know just how many men 
went into the mine this morning. Ordinarily 
150 men are employed, but this being Wednes- 
day it in said scarcely half the usual quota of 
men were at work. Representative Laeden, 
lately employed there, says tonight he is con- 
fident that not less than eighty-five men must 
have been in the workings at the time of the 
Fig pews 8 to de dead ars:

It seemed ag though the Crane Build. 
was doumed, and then as the flames crowd 
on through it Chief Swenie and his men made 
the fight of the day. Streams from siamesed 
nozzles, from standpipes, and single engines 
were poured into the fire. Walle fell and 
hose was burned by the hundred feet, but the 
Chief kept his men at work and won the fight 

Fight by Evgine No, 40. 

Engine No, 40 was stationed at Congress, 
in front of the Crane company's building, and 
fifty feet north of the Kaestner Building. It 
was a pretty het corner while the fire was 
confined to the Kaestner Block. but when the 
flames began to eat into the Crane Buildi 
the temperature raised several degrees oad 
the telegraph poles behind Company 40 and 
buildings across the street began to smoke, 

Engineer Andy MvPherson was ciose to the 
sidewalk, while Capt. Klett took the rest of 
the company back a few feet to the middle of 
the street. A sheet of fame burst from the 
windows. Engineer McPherson dodged be- 
hind the engine as a shower of bricks fell 
from the cornice and rattled about the ma- 
chine. Aa he bent forward again to oil the 
machinery his coat began to rn. Inside 
the fire was getting fiercer. A brick section 
between two windows was knocked into the 
street. Half a ton of brick fell. 

„Get out of here! cried Capt. Klett, and 
the men of Company 40 fell back, dragging 
their hose with them. A section of roof fell, 
the entire side of the burning section burst 
into flames, and the boys dropped their hose 
and ran. Four were behind others—Andy 
McPherson, scorched and unconscious; Capt. 
Klett, Jack Flood, and Bill Dooley, who had 
rushed back to save their comrade. A doctor 
tied up McPherson’s burns and the company 
ran back to save the machine. No. 40 
was on fre now. The wheels .and pole were 
blazing: The suction hose had burned in two 
pieces. Joe Biddiuger seized a coil of rope 
from a neighboring. hook and ladder truck 
and ran, amid the smoke and flame, to No, 
40.“ Bill Flemmg Bill Flood followed 
him and in that fiery furnece the three men 
made the rope fast. Thea a pull on the rope 
and No. 40” was drawn through the mud 
to a place of safety, A bucket or two of wa- 
ter was dashed on the smoldering woodwork 
and the engine was sent to the shop. 


End of the Fire. 


The fire was halted when it had burned 
about one-third of the Crane works, and 
caused a loss there of about $100,000. The 
company had moved its valuable patterns to 
the north end of the building and was eend- 
ing them away by the truck load to adjoining 
factories. One or two frame cottages were 
destroyed, and in many of the larger build- 
ings considerable damage was done to the 
w ndow glass. 

Mrs. Austrian of No. 261 Jefferson street 
nearly lost her life. All her earthly posses- 
sions contained in her little one-story cottage 
were destroyed. She ran into the house and 
attempted to save her sewing machine, but 
was prevented bya policeman, who draggea 
her out.

The remarks of such students of finance as 
Gorman, Allison, and Sherman demonstrated 
beyond the possibility of a doubt the fact that 


* the chief trouble with the finances is 


the lack of sufficient revenue, and Gorman 
also proved conclusively that Secretary 
Carlisle has persistently covered up the 
real facts in the case by misleading state- 
ments. For instance, the Secretary had 
stated the available cash balauce at 5106. 
000,000, whereas, in fact, he omitted to 
schedule outstanding checks and drafts 
which would reduce that balance at least 
$30,000,000. Both Gorman and Allison 
sounded timely notes of warning about the 
constantly increasing appropriations and the 
obvious necessity of issuing long-term bonds 
to provide for current deficiencies as well as 
to maintain the gold reserve. 
Attitade of the Republican«, | 


Republicans in the Senate say they are will- 
ing to let matters stand as they are. They 
have put Secretary Carlisle in the position of 
saying there will be a surpius and there is no 
need of more revenue. If the contrary proves 
true, as they believe it will, the responsibility 
for refusing the aid proferred by the Senate 
will rest with the Treasury itself. 

The silver men in the Senate are in a 
funny mess tpnight.

In reply to queries by Mr. Hill Mr. Sher- 
man said the greenbacks should not be re- 
deemed. They were the favored money of 
the people. y should be kept out without 
reference to the wishes of the New York 
bankers. ‘I cannot understand why any one 
should desire to strike from our currency this 
most favored currency, better than gold or 
silver. They are redeemable in gold and yet 
have the convenience of paper money, Turn- 
ing to the loss of revenues the Senator said it 
was a certain sequel to the changes of the 
tariff law. This always occurred as a result 
of tariff changes without reference to the 
party making it. Let these provisions be 
enacted and let the debt certificates or bonds 
be, circulated among our own people—the 
plain people, as Abraham Lincoln called 
them—and there would be an end of danger. 
In the course of his remarks Mr. Sherman 
made a significant appeal to the Appropria- 
tions com mittee to withdraw this amendment, 
saying it could never pass without the fullest 
discussion. 

Hill Has Hi« Say. 

Mr. Hill then took the floor. He first dis- 
cuseed the technical parliamentary status. If 
this financial amendment was in order then 
the floodgates wers open and any kind of 
financial legislation could be added to an ap- 
propriation bill. Once upon this complicated 
question and an extra session was inevitable. 
In the expiring hours of Congress it was un- 
wise to sweep away the ample powers 
of the Secretary to issue bonds and 
give him some new and untried power 
he did not want. And yet,“ said Mr. Hill 
with keen irony, this is the proposition of 
Senators who have such profound regard for 
John G. Carlisle.“ Mr. Hill pointed out that 
the danger to the Treasury was notin a de- 
ficiency on current expenses, butin goid to 
redeem the endless chain of greenbacks. And 
yet this pending amendment provided funds 
for deficiencies alone, fand gave no means of 
securing the gold, which was the real need of 
tne Treasury. Mr. Hill closed with an ear- 
nest protest against the financial amendment. 

Then Mr. Gorman said he desired a final 
word. He said in view of the statements 
made during the debate and also of the in- 
timations of obstruction, he was authorized 
by the Committee of Appropriations to with- 
draw the pending financial amendment. 

Mr. Mills (Dem., 2 at once offered an 
amendment repealing all laws giving author- 
ity for the issue of bonds. 

Mr. Aldrich made a point of order against 
the amendment as general legislation. 

„The Chair has no hesitancy in reaching a 
conclusion,” said the Vice-President as he 
ordered the rule to be read, adding, “‘ under 
that rule the Chair holds that the amendment 
is general legislation and is not in order. 

„But the time will come, and come soon,” 
said Mr. Mills, „when this question will have 
to be met and voted on in the Senate.“ 

This closed the financial debate.

MAN SOATTERED FOR FIVE MILES. 


Pieces of His Body Strewn Along the

Wasurngrox, D. C., Feb. 27.—A question 
has recently arisen for the determination of 
the State Department affecting the relations 
of the United States with all of the countries 
of “Central and South America and 
the independent republics of the West 
Several years ago the 
President of Santo Domingo forcibly 
entered the premises of a French bank there 
and took from the vaults a considerable sum 
of money which he alleged to be owing bim. 
The matter being reported to the French 
Government a formal demand was made 
for a restoration, which was refused. 
The French Government indicated a pur- 
pose of sending some war vessels to 
Santo Domingo to enforce a collection. 
The Dominican government being in finan- 
cial straits in 1888 made an arrangement 
with the firm of Westendorp & Co., bankers 
of Amsterdam, for a loan of £770,000 
($3,750.000) to take up the internal and 
toreign debt of the republic. In 1892 Wes- 
tendorp & Co. transferred all of their 
righta to an American company chartered 
in New Jersey under the name of 
„The San Domingo Improvement company 
of New York,” the leading spirit of which 
was Smith Weed. It is this comrany which 
has now come to the front in opposition to 
the execution of the French program of a 
forcible collection of the indemnity claimed 
by it. The case is further complicated by 
the fact that the bonds of the Dominican 
government are also largely held 
in Holland, Belgium, England, as well 
as in the United States and France. 
Secretary Gresham has been impressed with 
the justice of Mr. Weed’s claims for protec- 
tion, and about two weeks ago cabled to Mr. 
Eustis, our Ambassador to France, and in- 
structed hi to inform the French Govern- 
ment that the United States could not 
look with indifference upon its pro- 
posed action. incident acquires

republics of 
Central and South America have recently de- 
faulted in the payment of interest upon the 
foreign debts, mostly held in Europe, and if 
the United States is committed to the asser- 
tion of a right to protect them against their 
creditors in cases like that of San Domingo, 
it may be that they will follow the example of 
that country and farm out their revenues to 
American corporations in order to secure im- 
munity. 


POSTOFFICE BILL IN GROVER’S HANDS. 


Amended Measure Rushed Through House 
and Senate Without Opposition. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Feb, 27.—[Special.]— 
Congressman Durborow today amended the 
Vest proposition on the Chicago public build- 
ing by having the Secretary of the Treasury 
dispose of the present structure by sale to or 
removal by the dest bidder, after pro- 
posals have been advertised for in at least 
two of the daily newspapers printed in the 
Lake City. This course was determined upon 
after conference with the officials at the Su- 
pervising Architect’s office, so as to guard 
against any troubie when the sundry civil 
bill decomes a law. Senator Vest suggested 
that the public building bill be amended so as 
to conform to the wishes of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Chicago Congressional dele- 
gation, atthe same time giving assurance that 
he would do all in his power to put the matter 
through the Senate. As soon as Mr. Dur- 
borow secured recognition today the bill as 
amended was and promptly sent over 
to the Senate. Just before the close of the 
day’s session, when Senators were raining 
down amendments to the pending appropria- 
tion bill, Senator Cullom secured recognition 
and the bill was passed, thus perfecting the 
law for the erection of u new government 
building in Chicago. It will be signed by the 
President without question, 
ae * 
Tennessee has begun to reap some of the 
fruits of its action in making a factious oppo- 
sition to the seating of Gov. Evans. The State 
Centennial Exposition has been before Con- 
gress as an applicant for government indorse- 
ment and a liberal appropriation. The bill 
submitted in the House was fought so bitter- 
ly that an attempt was made to attach it as a 
rider to the deficiency appropriation bill. This 
move was checkmated largely owing to the 
foolish attitude of tne Tennessee Democrats, 
which disgusted even their party friends. This 
afternoon Senator Bate made a determined 
effort to have the exposition measure tacked 
on the sundry civil bill, Sena- 
tor Chandler, even, was in a com- 
plaisant mood, and, beyond suggesting an 
amendment making the appropriation de- 
ndenton its acceptance by Gov. H. Clay 
vans, did not oppose the measure. Yet it 
was evident it could not be adopted without 
discussion and the Senate went into executive 
session with the project still hanging fire. 
Tennessee has only itself to blame tor the 
failure thus far to secure an appropriation for 
ite centennial. Had Gov. Evans been prompt- 
ly seated the exposition would have had only 
friends in Congress. As itis, the appropria- 
tion, which is the very life of the exposition, 
has so far failed in both Houses. It may 
creep through in the closing hours, but even 
this is doubtful. The Tennessee Senators and 
Representatives understand the difficulty and 
have been telegraphing back to their State to 
have the Governorship settled if possible be- 
fore Congress adjourns.

In the 
study of this subject, he says, she has reached 
the conclusion a wife should be supported in 
absolute idleness, her conception being that 
she shall have all rights assumed by the 
sterner sex, relegating to others the house- 
hoid work. Denying all charges of his wife 
John W. Fierro asks for a divorce. 

The interesting tale was told to a number 
of Chicago women yesterday afternoon. Of 
course they all laughed at itas the embodi- 
ment of absurdity. These, however, 
samples of the sentiments expressed by a 
business-woman, a minister, and a lawyer: 

Miss Ada C. Sweet—It is certainly a very 
foolish affair. In the first place it is absurd 
for a wife to be arraigned for holding certain 
opinions. As to what she practices is another 
thing. The possession of decided views on 
any subject does not violate the marriage con- 
tract. I do not know what the law is in Ohio, 
but in Illinois such a cross-petition as made 
by the husband would not hold good. To my 
mind marriage would be a failure if women 
were hauled up on account of opinion. 

Mrs. Celia P. Woolley—Of course I think 
the larger opportunities for woman’s work 
bring, incidentally, disadvantages and trials 
into the. domestic circle. That wonjen are 
coming to take greater interest in things out- 
side the home at first sight may seem to 
many men to be disloyalty to the home. The

GOLD DEPOSIT PROVES A PUZZLE, 


Belmont-Morgan Syndicate Piling Up an 
Apparently Useless Reserve. 

New York, Feb, 27.—[Special.]—The situ- 
ation with respect to the deposits of gold in 
the Subtreasury by the Belmont-Morgan syn- 
dicate simultaneously with advancing rates of 
foreign exchange is somewhat anomalous. 
Wall street regards these matters as wholly 
inconsistent and members of the syndi- 
cate are not inclined to enlighten any one as 
to their motives in piling up a large amount 
of gold as a reserve, so to speak, for which, 
apparently, they have no immediate use, The 
bond syndicate today put $1,701,000 in 
gold coin into the hands fof the Subtreasury 
this sum, for which simple gold receipts were 
taken, added to the $5,818,387 already on 
deposit, makes a total of $7,519,387. It is 
not charged to the bond account and there- 
fore does not draw interest. This whole de- 
* is somewhat of a puzzle. Some think 

t will be turned over to the government after 
the bond purchase is finished and legal tender 
paper taken for it with a grandiloquent letter 
of recom mendation for government by 

members of the syndicate. Others find 
some connection between the account and 
the selling market for the bonds. In the ex- 
change $49,000 of the bonds were sold at 

119% and 119%. 

There were rumors today that gold will be ex- 
ported this week. Two bankers said this morp- 
ing either they must buy bills cheaper 
than gold, Eanes’ sixty day bills, 
or commercia) bills, or they must ship 
gold. The ordinary supply of bills is inadequate 
at 44 and the asking rate for syndicate“ 
bills is higher than specie point at present. A 
foreign house here expects a block of bills to be 
sold before Saturday with the object of breaking 
the market to below specie point.

Many Objections to the Location. 

The objections expressed to the location of 
the wheel were various. It was said that it 
would draw a number of saloons and 
fakers, and crowd the neighborhood with 
a low class of visitors; that it 
would overcrowd the street cars so that resi- 
dents would have to walk; that it would keep 
up a distressing music all night; that the 
revolution of the wheel would make such a 
noise no one could sleep; and that the tremor 
communicated to the earth would produce 
vibration in every house within a quarter of a 
mile.

The wheel is 250 feet in 
diameter, and from the ground to the top at 
it rests on the supports it is 264 feet. There 
are 36 cars with a capacity each of 60, or a 
total of 2,160 passengers. at one time. A 
double revoiution was made in 20 minutes. 
The wheel is provided with a double engine 
of 2,500 horse-power and has automatic air 
brakes to control it in case of accident. There 
were carried on the wheel during the period 
of the Fair a total of 1,550,000 passengers. 
No one was injured during the entire time,

Best expects to be reb‘ected 
because that ward is a Republican one, be- 
cause a slum primary gave him the so-called 
Republican nomination, and because he 
thinks every tough Democrat in the ward will 
vote for him unless the Democratic managers 
demonstrate their devotion to Democratic 
principles by putting up a man as bad as he is. 

Each of these candidates is a Republican 
for revenue only; there their Republicanism 
stops. If the road to the Council led through 
a Democratic primary they would go that 
way. They will wear the badge of any party 
so that they can get into the Council and 
practice there the arts which have made them 
so offensive to the community. During the 
last two years the names of these two Alder- 
men have been recorded in favor of every 
measure brought before the Council which 
genuine Republicans—men thinking more of 
reputation than of revenue—iooked at with 
suspicion and would have voted against if 
they had had a chance. Peck and Best are 
not Republicans. They are free lances, wear- 
ing with indifference any political uniform 
which helps them to carry out their purposes.

THE DISPLAY OF FOREIGN FLAGS. 
The New York Legislature has passed a bill 
forbidding the floating of any but the Amer- 
ican flag upon the public buildings of the 


State or upon those of any county or city 


in the State, and Gov. Morton. upon the anni- 
versary of Washington’s birthday, approved 
the bill, thus ending a long and somewhat 
bitter controversy which has been waged in 
New York City, and which, as will be remem- 
bered, was the hottest during the term of of- 
fice of ex-Mayor Hewitt, who had the genuine 
American spiritin dealing with Tammany. 
The New York Evening Post aptly cally it “a 
vietory for simple sanity in politics.” 

Asimilar bill has been introduced in the 
Itlinois Legislature, making the provision, 
however, that whenever any foreigner shall 
become the guest of the United States, the 
State, orany city, upon permission by the 
Governor or the Mayor of any such city the 
flag of the country of which such public guest 
shall be a citizen may be displayed upon such 
public building.” On general principles 
there is no sentiment of proscription in such 
a law and nothing which can offepd any citi- 
zen of foreign birth or descent, and yet it 
may be fairly questioned from some points 
of view whether such a law is necessary, 
however unobjectionable it may be. In New 
York it was necessary for the inculcation of 
patriotic sentiment and for the maintenance 
of the supremacy of Old Glory, which more 
than wnce has been lowered to make room 
for a foreign flag upon the city hail. This 
outrage has occurred, however, nowhere else 
in this country except in New York City, 
where patriotism always has been at a dis- 
count, and where it has been necessary more 
than once, both by the authority of law and by 
the display of military force, to repress alien 
demonstrations against the General Govern- 
ment. At no place in Illinois, however, has 
the Stars and Stripes had to give place to a 
foreign flag, not even in Chicago, which has a 
larger percentage of foreign population than 
any other city in the Union. Chicago has had 
one experience with the display of a foreign 
flag, though it was not the symbol of a for- 
eign nation, but of foreign anarchy, and how 
swiftly and sternly it suppressed that flag is a 
matter of current history, familiar to every 
schoolboy. There is not a city in the Union 
more patriotic than Chicago, notwithstanding 
its heterogeneous population, and there is not 
one where the floating of any flag, privately 
or publicly, to the prejudice of the Stars and 
Stripes, would be more quickly resented. 
Whether born in Ireland, in Germany, in 
France, in Italy, or elsewhere the citizen of 
Chicago is satisfied with the American flag 
for official use and will tolerate no other. The 
City Hall of Chicago will never disp'ay any 
other. Asa matter of sentiment there is not 
a cates seers to the passage of the

foreign birth would find fault with it except 
a little coterte of disgruntled Anarchists who 
are opposed to apy flag except that which 
symbolizes violence and destruction, murder 
and incendiarism, but whose opposition is not 
worth consideration.

Ryan of the Fifteenth Ward was in the chair 
when this ordinance was voted on.

While the affirmative 
vote was so evenly balanced the negative vote 
was not. Twenty Republicans and two Dem- 
ocrats voted against the ordinances. 

Was it by accident or design that an equal 
number of ostensible Republicans and Demo- 
crate voted for each of these ordinances? 
Was it because each party bad sent the same 
number of offensive Aldermen to the Council, 
or because the msn who managed the busi- 
ness thought if each party contributed the 
same number of votes to put through these 
boodle schemes that party indignation would 
be less likely to be visited on the offenders? 

However that may be, it is certain that 
neither party ought to try to make any polit- 


Aldermanic turpitude at the expense of the 
other. It is true that a large majority of the 
Aldermen were elected as Republicans, If 
the Council were a State Legislature the Re- 
publicans would be held responsible for all 
legislation. On the other hand, the percent- 


age of Republicans who went astray was 


much smaller than that of the Democrats. A 
majority of the Republicans voted against 
these ordinances and ten-elevenths of the 
Democrats voted for them. 

The bossing of the jobs was irtrusted .to 
Democrats. When the Cosmopolitan ordi- 
nance came up McGillen ran things on the 
floor and Ryan in the chair. When the Ogden 
gas ordinance came up the two men changed 
places. McGillen did the ruling and Ryan 
took command of the “thirty-eight.”’ But 
for the Democratic Mayor Ryan and McGil- 
Ten would not have been in the chair and 
the rulings which make it possible to shove 
these ordinances through would not have 
been made. Did Hopkins let unscrupulous 
men fill his chair knowing that some rough 
work was to be done? 

So it would be foolish for either party to 
draw conclusioas as to its own superlative 
virtue or the total depravity of its opponents 
from what took place Monday. The only 
sensible thing to dois to admit that there is 
no politics in Aldermanic corruption and 
that the boodiers of that body unite as easily 
as do two Grops of water, this process not be- 
ing impeded in the. least by their previous 
condition of Republicanism or Democracy. 
In the penitentiary and the Council chamber 
there is no politics. 

It is a waste of time to stop to argue which 
party is responsible for these ordinances. 
That is like stopping to argue over the cause 
of a fire before the fire has been put out. The 
party which wishes to show that it is entitled 
to confidence will take hold of its rascals as 
speedily as it can and throw them out of 
office. The Republicans, for instance, should 
disown and defeat this year or next the so- 
called Republicaas who voted for the boodle 
ordinances. The Democrats should do the 
same thing. Each ought to clean up the dirt 
on its own premises without stopping to 
moralize qver the greater filthiness of its 
neighbor’s yard. 

People who live in glass houses should not 
throw stones. Democrats who are talking of 
a Republican Council passing these steals 
must not lose sight of the fact that but two 
lone Democrats, the Abdiels of their party, 
voted in the negative, while the trinity of 
illustrious Democrats, Hopkins, Ryan, and 
McGillen, made smooth the ways for the 
passage of the ordinances. And Republicans 
who talk of a Democratic plot to injure the 
Republican party must not forget that that 
alleged plot would have amounted to 
nothing if nineteen alleged Republicans had 
not voted for the boodle ordinances. 

This is not a time for recriminations, but 
for house-cleaning. That is a task in the per- 
formance of which decent men of both parties 
should assist one another wherever possible.

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RELIGIOUS RIOT IN GEORGIA. 

The riot at Savannah, Ga., Tuesday night 
was a pitiable exhibit of determined opposi- 
tion to free speech in a land of liberty. A 
man named Slattery, an ex-priest of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and his wife, an ex- 
nun, were advertised to lecture on Catholi- 
cism.”” A mob of three to five thousand per- 
sons tried to prevent the carrying out of the 
program and was driven back by the mili- 
tary, which had to make several bayonet 
charges in order to clear the streets. Some 
of the police officers sustained severe injuries 
and a number of the soldiers were wounded 
by missiles thrown by the ripters, but the 
lecture was deliveyed- and at its close the 
lecturers were escorted safely to their hotel. 

The position taken by the Mayor of the 
city was an eminently sensible one, and it was 
indorsed by prominent Catholics, including 
Vicar-Genéral Cafferty, who is in charge of 
the diocese in the absence of the Bishop. The 
Mayor told a committee which waited on him 
witha petition that he had no power to 
abridge the right of speech guaranteed by the 
Constitutions of the United States and of 
Georgia, said there would be no disorder or 
trouble if those object g to Slattery's re- 
marks would stay away from his lecture, and 
asked the committee to advise all Catholics 
to keepaway. The members of the commit- 
tee promised to use their influence in that di- 
rection, but it was of no avail, and the Mayor 
took efficient steps to prevent the carrying 
out of any purpose the mob might have. 
After the mob had formed the Vicar-General 
told a portion of it that Slattery could do 
their church no harm and that their conduct 


The city and church authorities took the 
correct view of the matter. The Catholic 
‘faith is in no danger from the attacks of Slat- 
tery and his wife, and even if reve- 
lawons were expected to be made in the lecture 
the speakers had a right to be heard by such as

doing sn. The statement that Slattery would 
appear on thé platform in priestly garb may 
have shocked the feelings of the more ig- 
norant and prejudiced in the community, but 


it did not constitute a good reason for riot, 


and the more sensible among the Catholics 
took this view of the case. They kuow that 
the right of peaceable agitation is not abro- 
gated by the espousal of a cause which the 
majority may think is wrong. 

If the riotors really wished to see the in- 
fluence of Slattery and his wife kept at the 
minimum they would have let the lecturer 
severely alone and treated tha effort as be- 
neath serious notice, As it is they have ad- 
vertised the two persons whom they regard as 
apostates and given thema prominence which 
could not otherwise have been attained by 
them. In this, as in some other respects, tlie 
rioters in Savannah might take a lesson 
from their fellow-citizens of the Northern 
States who have allowed Ingersoll to talk and 
rail as much as he pleased against the Bible 
and Christianity and thereby exposed his utter 
powerlessness to bring people round to his 
way Of thinking. Ingersoll has neither con- 
verted nor perverted anybody. His utter- 
ances have been applauded by same who al- 
ready were unbelievers, and that is all, 
though he has had full swing; there being but 
one serious effort in his whole career to pre- 
vent him from lecturing, and that devoid of 
the mob feature, The wiedom of the Slattery 
effort may well be doubted, but the turbulent 
ones who sought to mob him would not have 
tried it but for their ignorance, If good sense 
had guided their actions they would have been 
wiee as serpents and harmless as doves, 


THE NEW WOMAN IN ENGLAND. 

It must be acknowledged that the new wom- 
an in England is coming to the front much 
more rapidly than her sister in this country. 
There, as here, her principal opportunity to 
get into public work at present is in the de- 
partment of education. The recent London 
School Board election is a significant illustra- 
tion of the more progressive conditions of the 
movement in England. Several women were 
returned, and in all cases but one they stood 
at the head of the list. For instance, in the 
city proper, usually regarded as a bombproof 


fortress of conservatism, Miss Davenport 


Hill came out 9,000 votes ahead of the Duke 
of Newcastle, who was second. In Chelsea 
another woman stood at the head, with 3,000 
votes, and in Finsbury another, with 2,000 
votes. In every case the woman who had 
positive convictions and decidediviews was 
elected, and elected also by an overwhelming 
vote, leaving her male competitors out of 
sight. Compared with these results the elec- 
tions in this country seem spiritless and tame. 

In many other respects it is apparent that 
the Englishwoman is securing the practical 
results of the new movement much more 
rapidly than the American woman, although 
she is not making half the fuss about it that 
the latter does. It is highly probable the En- 
glish new woman would be paralyzed if she 
bad to organize and manage as many clubs as 
her American sister. What with clubs, leagues, 
and societies, and federations of clubs, leagues, 
and societies, and State councils and National 
councils, and heaven only knows what other 
aggregations besides these, there is presented 
a tangle of wheels within wheels, and com- 
plicated machinery calculated to make one’s 
head swim, And when it is considered 
that every one of these innumerable 
clubs, leagues, societies, and councils 
has a different object in view, and 
different methods of work from every other, 
and that while some work in harmony others 
are running at cross-purposes, it is not re- 
markable that the general cause of the ad- 
vancement of women lags, and that at times 
it seems to be hopelessly snarled up. The 
Englishwomen, on the other hand, seem to 
go for one thing at a time, concentrating 
their energies and influences upon that single 
object until it is attained, and then make 
their arrangements to take another step for- 
ward. So far as education is concerned they 
are more firmly planted than the American 
women, and it is not unlikely we shal! soon 
see them leading off in some other direction. 
The American women have something to 
learn from the Englishwomen, and the first 
and most important lesson is the advantage 
of making naste slowly and taking one thing 
at a time instead of trying to clutch all the 
„eternal verities with one swoop. Concen- 
trutiou, not scatteration, should be their pol- 
icy. :

A SENATORIAL CHARLATANR, 

Chandler’s recent speech in the United 
States Senate on “™ bimetallism” was a 
miserable exhibition of ignoranve. He said: 
It there are four billions ef—go>ld and four 
billions of silver in existence, and one-half 
the quantity is abandoned as a money metal 
and measure of value, the other half appre- 
ciates in value and destruction comesto the 
value of all other property. He added 
% to such a fate the people are now exposed, 
and he made a false assertion in so saying. 
There has béen no driving out of silver 
from this country, or from any gold 
country, and no prospect of its being 
driven out. In all that class of countries the 
silver remains in circulation, domg double 
the duty of its intrinsic value, while in all the 
silver-using countries there is as much silver 
as ever, and it is doing money duty at its full 
value. In this country, the one about which 
he affects to be most concerned, silver coins, 
and paper issued against them, constitute the 
great bulk of the currency actually circulat- 
ing in the hands of the public, and there is no 
design to drive it out. Hence the people are 
not exposed to the fate mentioned, and he 
knows it. 

Senator Chandler demands a double stand- 
ard for money in the United States, but is to- 
tally indefinite as to the ratio at which he 
would have gold and silver ‘* equally entitled 
to coinage as money in the mings of the bi- 
metallic nations. Does he mean a free sil- 
ver coinage standard of less-than-half-value 
dollars as one of them? Does he claim that 
100-cent-dollar money and free coinage 47. 
cent-dollar money would circulate in this 
country at par side by side? Or what else 
does he mean or wish to be understood to 
mean? 

The money of nearly half the nations of the 
earth ison the free silver basis, the list in- 
cluding India, though the free coinage of the 
white metal in that country was stopped 
about a year anda half ago. Has free silver 
enriched any of them or promoted their hap- 
piness in any way? In all those countries 
silver money circulates at iis intrinsic value 
in the purchase of all kinds of commodities, 
including gold. Has it improved the condi- 
tion of the people in any one of them to be 
paid two half cents for an article as com- 
pared with the whole cent at which the same 
article can be purchased in gold price coun- 
tries? The New Hampshire Senator talks as 
if he supposed it confers a great advantage 
upon the people who use money on tne free 
silver basis, but he cannot name a single free 
silver coinage country which has been able to 
enbance the intrinsic or commercial value of 
silver bullion there or in the market in other 
countries. 

How can Senator Chandler suppose money

States by cutting off more than one-half the

silver money, knocking down by 50 per cent 
the purchasing power of the 576 millions of | 
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ee techie as greenback» ve 
national bank notes, and banishing all 

gold from circulation, turning it into a high 
promium cémmodity to be purchased for for- 


per cent? 

¥et this is precisely what Charlatan Chand- 
ler proposes todo. He is arguing for the 
adoption of a measure which would drive out 


half the purchasing power of all the rest of 
the money now in the country, and he had 
the supreme impudence to tell his fellow. Sen- 
ators that this is the bimetallism to secure 
and preserve which the Republican party is 
bound.” He had better join the Populists at 
once. He ought to get out of the Republican 
party and let it elect a sound Senator to take 
the place of this unsound one who now mis- 
represents the people of New Hampshire. 
Then he can talk toa lot of folks ignorant 

enough to applaud, if not to believe him, 
when he repeats his false assertions that the

WHEREIN 


Is THE REVENUE “ARTICLE 
AMIS8S? 

Representative Berry says he is in favor of 
a convention to rerevise the Constitution be- 
cause one article—the one relating to revenue 
—does not suit him. He proposes to remodel 
the whole because he thinks a part needs re- 
modeling. “His reason for objecting to the 
article in question is that very able la wyers 
names not given and the public left unable 
to form a conclusion as to their real ability 
and disinterestedness—say that— 

If we had a reasonable provision in our Con- 
stitution the enactment of reasonable and not 
rotten revenue laws would be made possible. 
Our revenue system is notoriously inadequate 
and defective. Itisas rotten as anything that 
can be found in the depths of Hades. And yet the 
representatives of the people in the last twenty 
years have assembled in this House and failed 
utterly to give the relief that ought to be given. 
Why is that so? Does it become gentlemen of 
this Assembly to stand up year after year and 
say: 

2 These laws are all wrong and they are unjust, 
and we have the power under the Constitution to 
change them, but we do not do it”? 

The secret in my mind is this, that the Consti- 
tution is radically wrong upon that proposition. 

The revenue article was drafted by the late 
Milton Hay and men like him. If Mr. Berry 
will give the names of his very able law- 
vers it will be found that not one of them 
has a tithe of Mr. Hay’s legal ability. The 
first two sections of that article which confer 
the taxing power on the General Assembly 
are more liberal and expansive than any other 
provisions in the Constitution, They em- 
power the Genera! Assembly to provide need- 
ed revenue by levyinga tax by valuation, so 
that all shall pay in proportion to the value 
of their property. The General Assembly is 
given full power to fix the manner in which 
the value of property shall be ascertained. It 
is empowered to tax a long list of individuals 
and corporations, such as brokers, merchants, 
saloonkeepers, and corporations using fran- 
chises or privileges. And if is provided also 
that the specification of the objects and sub- 
jects of taxation shall not deprive the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the power to require other 
subjects or objects to be taxed in such man- 
ner as may be consistent with the principles 
of taxation fixed in this Constitution.“ 

These principles are the equal taxation of 
property and the special taxation if deemed 
advisable of persons engaged in certain spe- 
cial occupations. Does Mr. Berry disapprove 
of those principles or of the manner in which 
the General Assembly has enforced them? 
If the former, he ought to say what principles 
he would like to substitute for them. Does 
he believe in a system of taxation whereby a 
person shall nog pay a tax in proportion to 
the value of his property and the Legislature 
shall not have the power to tax “ persons or 
corporations owning or using franchises and 
privileges? But if he finds fault simply 
with the laws passed to crrry out those brin- 
ciples then the General Assembly and not the 
Constitution is to blame, and there is no neces- 
sity for a revision of the latter. He seems to 
find fault with the principles of taxation of 
the Constitution, for he says ‘‘it is radically 
wrong upon that proposition- Wherein is it 
wrong? No answer. 

Under these two sections the General A8 
sembly is given power to have all the prop- 
erty of the State taxed at its full schedule 
value. The people can be taxed mercilessly 
for the benefit of the taxeaters by the State 
and by counties and other taxing agencies. Is 
not that enough? Mr. Berry ought to tell his 
Carroll County constituents who are not 
complaining that they are taxed too little un. 
der the present systom why he wants to sub- 
stitute for the present principles of taxation 
others which will give more powers to the im- 
posers of taxes and more sustenance to the 
eaters of taxes than they have now. 

What changein the manner of assessing 
and collecting taxes which the people desire 
has the Legislature failed to make because 
the Constitution stood in the way? Please 
specify. There are changes which the Legis- 
lature cannot make because of the principies 
of taxation of the Constitution. It cannot 
passalaw to confiscate the rental value of 
the land in this State and pay the expenses 
of State, county, city, and town governments 
out of it. Does Mr. Berry or do the farmers 
of Carroll County approve of that, or do they 
want the singie tax? They should interrogate 
their repfesentative during one of his weekly 
trips home and find out what the principles of 
taxation are he favors. Possibly he wants a 
Democratic-Populist progressive income tax. 
It is evident that the principle of equal taxa- 
tion of equal values does not suit him, for he 
thinks the ‘‘ Constitution is radically wrong 
upon that proposition.”’ 

But there are other sections to the revenue 
article which are in the nature of limitations 
upon the taxing power. County authorities 
are forbidden to assess taxes exceeding 75 
cents on the hundred dollars. Do the prop- 
erty-owners of Carroll County want to be re- 
lieved from that onerous restraint so they 
may increase their taxes? The General As. 
sembly is deprived by the Constitution of the 
power to release any county from its propor- 
tionate share of State taxes. Do the citizens 
of Carroll County want to be released from 
their share? The Legislature has power to 
authorize municipal corporations to assess 
and collect taxes, but it is provided that they 
must be “uniform in respect to persons 
and property.” Does Mr. Berry object to 
that? 

Still another provision reads as follows: 

No county, city, township, school district, or 
other municipal corporation shall be allowed to 
. in any manner or for any pur 


the aggregate 
centum on the valuation of the taxable 
for State and county taxes previous to the incur 
coun to the 
ring of such indebtedness. 

Is this provision the one which makes 
the revenue article odious to Mr. Berry? If 
so, do his Carroll County constituents think 
as he does? Do they want to blanket-mort- 
gage their property and pile up county, city, 
village, and town debts for the: benefit of 
boodlers and of speculators? There is no 
doubt thata number of individuals in this 
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entitled to know, but 
they were going to get any information from 
Mr. Berry. 3 


HORSE-POWER OF THE OCEAN. 
Mr. E. Gerlach, a merchant of Santa Mo- 
nica, Cal., has patented a machine. called a 
wave motor, by which he proposes to harness 


‘the ocean and apply the great power of its 


waves to practical purposes. The proposed 
apparatus is described by the San Francisco 
Chronicle as consisting prinefpally of two 
paddies suspended in a. framework that is 
projected into the ocean from the head of a 
pier. These transmit by cables the force 
given them by the wash of the waves toa fly- 
wheel placed equidistant from the paddles. 
This fly wheel is continually in motion, its ac- 
cumulated force carrying it round during the 


momentary lapse between the backward and 


forward motion of the wavés, the wheel work- 
ing always in the one direction, and from its 
shaft the power may be sent by the usual 
mechanical appliances to any place where it 
is needed, 

Former attempts to obtain useful power 
from the movement of the ocean surface have 
been failures, and it is thought this was be- 
cause it was sought by them to utilize the 
rise and fall of the waters.’ ‘The idea in this 
case ig to obtain power from the forward and 
backward motion of the water, which is prac- 
tically continuous. The mechanical arrange- 
ments permit the flywheel to turn always in 
the same direction, and the cables are made 
so that they will give before the lateral force 
of the waves, a heavy sea ot affecting them. 
There still remains the fact that the amount 
of power obtainable varies with the force of 
the water movement, so that it hardly is ad- 
visable to use the generating wheels directly. 
Hence it is proposed to use the machine to 
pump seawater into the reservoirs from 
which hydraulic power could be obtained for 
manufacturing, generating electricity,or other 
purposes. It is estimated that the cost of 
constructing a 100 horse-power motor would 
he about $8,000, this including the neces- 
sary supporting framework at the head of the 
pier, but not the pier itself. From this state- 
ment the practical man may be able to form 
some idea as to the relative cost of power ob- 
tained trom the waves, that furnished by 
steam being taken as the standard,

It is now stated that the alleged in- 
terview was whollya fake story and that 
when the attention of Mr. Curry was called 
to the article he wired the Milwaukee paper 
denying it in toto.

Tue Railroad Gazette reports the giving of 
several substantial orders by different rail- 
road companies for rolling stock. Among 
the larger of these are orders from the Illinois 
Central company for 1,000 freight and 300 
refrigerator cars, from the Duluth and Iron 
Range for 400 ore cars, from the St. Louis, 
Alton and Terre Haute for 125 furniture ana 
ordinary box cars, from the Southern railway 
for 850 ventilated fruit cars, and the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas has ordered or is 
about to order 2,000 freight cars. The New 
York Central recently has ordered 3,000 
cars, balf of which are to be built in Detroit, 
and the Iron Age notes that Indiana shops 
have secured an order for 1,000 freight cars 
from another source, but this may be the lot 
to be constructed for the Illinois Central. 
Orders also are given or areabout to be given 
for the building of some sixty locomotives, 
These facts may be understood as marking a 
demand for rolling-stock by companies which 
held off as long as possible during the hard 
times of the last two years, the policy pursued 
by them and other companies having caused 
the dullness in car construction which was 
cited as a reason for the low wages that were 
struck against by the toilers at Pullman.

ists. Vogtherr said the motion was purely a 
Conservative election maneuver, adding that 
the Socialists would oppose it. Passche de- 
clared that the National Liberals would not 
support the motion, as the evils of the eco- 
nomic situation could not be attributed to 
any particular section of the community. 
Finally the Reichstag adopted an amendment 
to postpone the motior.

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CIVIL WAR IN CUBA. 


SANTIAGO DE OUBA DEOLARED TO 
BE IN A MARTIAL STATE. 


Insurgents in the Province of Matanzsas= 
No Messages Go or Come Save Under 
Government Sanction=—Marti, Revolu- 
tionary Chief, Is on the Island—Bandit 
Garcia and a Companion Are Shot by 
Government Soldie * 
am Hears the News. 

Havana, Feb. 27.— Bands of insurgents are 
still in arms in the Province of Matanzas, 
though in what numbers or with what success 
is unknown here. Martial law is enforced 
in the prevince and no messages g0 
back and forth save under government 
sanction, Disturbances are reported also in 
Santiago de Cuba, and that city has been de- 
clared ina state of war. Marti, the revolu- 
tionary chief, and Gen. Gomez, are reported 
to be on the island. 

Garcia, a famous Cuban bandit, and a com- 
panion were shot today in Havana by gov- 
ernment soldiers. 

Tampa, Fla., Feb. 27.—It is rumored here 
today that a Cuban General at the head of 
500 men had a skirmish with Spanish forces 
in the interior on Monday. W. J. 
Lewis of Scranton, Pa., who arrived 
here by steamer today, left Havana Monday. 
He said Saturday night he was awakened by 
the ringing of church bells, a firing of rifle 
shots, and what he thought wus a general 
alarm. He could learn no particulars. 

Three Generals of the former revolution, 
Trujillo, Aguerrire, and Sanguilly, were ar- 
rested at their home in Havana Sunday be- 
fore they could escape. The latter was a 
brave General in the former war and was 
much feared by the Spaniards. The home 
rule party demands the release of Trujillo, as 
he is their Secretary, but it is likely the gov- 
ernment will laugh at them. 

Maprip, Feb. 27.—It is reported here that 
the disturbances in Cuba are of a serious 
nature. The Spanish Government, however, 
denies that it has received information that 
the twenty-four persons reported to have 
been arrested in Cuba have been summarily 
sentenced, 

At the meeting of the council Wednesday 
evening Sefior Abarzuza, Minister of the Col- 
onies, announced that the Governor-General 
of Cuba had sent a cablegrem announcing 
that he had sent Gen. Lachamber with sev- 
eral columns in pursuit of armed bands in the 
Province of Santiago de Cuba. The police 
had attacked and dispersed a band in the 
Province of Matanzas, killing several brig- 
ands. 

A dispatch from Havana announces that in 
skirmishes with the government troops in 
Mantanzas the rebels lost two killed and three 
of their number were taken prisoners. The 
insurgents at Guantanamo, a short distance 
east of the City of Santiago de Cuba, have 
dispersed. 

Wasuincrox, D. C., Feb. 27.—Secretary 
Gresham received a cablegram today from 
Consul-General Williams at Havana, saying 
that owing to the continuance of a rebellion 
near Santiago de Cuba and Matanzas, which 
began Feb, 24, the government has issued a 
proclamation declaring those provinces ina 
state of war, the civil authorities continuing 
in the exercise of their functions. It also of- 
fers full pardons to all insurgents who sub- 
mit to legal authorities within eight days. 
The rest of the island is reported tranquil.

Minister Muruaga of Spain tonight said he 
had received a dispatch from Key West, Fla., 
announcing that” party of filibusters had or- 
ganized there and was about to start for Cuba 
to stir up a revolution in the island. The 
Minister’s dispatch said the United States 
revenue cutter which is usually on duty at 
Key West was absent from its post, and that

The exact time of its starting was 
apparently unknown, but it was expected to 
start soon. Senor Muruaga said: 

The report that there is a revolution in 
Cuba is untrue. There have been only two or 
three unimportant outbreaks. The insurrec. 
tionists have no leaders and no organization, 
and can do nothing. As a matter of course 
their friends in this country and elsewhere 
give out misleading reports in the hepe of 
strengthening their cause. I much regret the 
absence of the United States revenue cutter, 
which ought to be at Key West and could 
easily prevent an invasion of Cuba from 
American soil. The distance from Key West 
to Cuba is short and can be traversed 
quickly.“ 

New Yorn, Feb. 27. — [Special.] Cuban 
patriots, filled Hardman Hall tonight, and 
Cuban . patriotism was much in evidence. 
The gray-haired ex-President of the republic, 
Estrado Palma, sat on the platform with 
Juan Fraga, President of the Liga, who 
presided. There were several speeches, all of 
which voiced the one sentiment that the fight 
for liberty had begun, ahd there must be no 
haiting on the part of the Sons 
of Cuba. 4 committee was ap- 
pointed to receive subscriptions for the 
patriots in the field.

DEFENSE TRIES TO PASTEN THIS In. 
OIDENT ON HARRY'S BROTHER.

Testimony in the Hayward Case at Minne- 
spolis in Support of This Claim-—Miss 
Ging’s Motive for Borrowing Money 
Shown—Gov.

SAYS HANGING GROWS TOO COMMON. 


Gov. Altgeld Makes It Less So hy Commat- 
ing Beverly’s Sentence, 

Sprinerisntp, HI., Feb. 27.—[Special., ]— 
Gov. Altgeld commuted to life imprisonment 
today the sentence of Thomas Beverly, who 
was convicted of murder at the December 
term of the Stephenson County Circuit Court 
and sentenced to be hanged March 15.

IN THE PRINOESS RINK. 


The Mayoralty Candidate Receives a Tre- 
mendeus Greeting by the Thousands 
PresenteHe Announces Himself as a 
Candidate on a Platform Favoring Non- 
Partisan Police, No Franchise Stealing, 
and Municipal Reform—Other Political 
News, 


The George B. Swift club of the Eleventh 
Ward held a ratification meeting last night at 
the Princess Rink, No. 558 West Madison 
street. The great hall was crowded. Hun- 
dreds were unable to get inside and fully 
4,000 people occupied the seata and stage 
and stood in the close-packed lines along the 
walls. The rear of the stage was draped with 
the biggest American flag in the worid—sixty 
feet long and forty feet wide.

Judge Nathaniel C. Sears made an eloquent 
speech. He was earnest and epigrammatic,

SUMMARY OF THE WEEK’S MILLING. 


Output at Various Piaces and Conditions 
of the Market. 

MixxRATOLAIS, Minn., Feb. 27.—The North- 

western Miller gives the following summary 


of the week's milling: 

The Minneapolis mills last week made 159. 
350 barrels of four, against 155,425 the week 
before. 146.375 in 188, and 177,675 in 1892. 
The output promises to reach 170,000 barreis 
for the present week. The water-power is poor, 
but promises improvement. Domestic trade in 
flour is fairly good, but orders are small in size. 
Prices are very firm, but not much changed. 
Exports are fairly good, both patents and ciears 
being worked, low freights facilitating business. 
Aggregate sales last week approximated 175,000 
barreis. Mill feed is easier and in less demand 
locally. but Eastern business is devsaloping. Ex- 
port the ur shipments were 43.615 barrels, against 
45.910 the week before, 35,725 in 1804, and 
39,870 in 1893, 

Superior-Duluth mills ground 14,388 barrels, 
against 43.600 week before, 26,786 in 1894. and 
14,257 in 1893. Present week two mills are go- 
ing, and the output ought to be twice as large. 
The same dull and featureless market rules both 
home and foreign trade. Possible to sell clears, 
and all mills are sold ahead. but patent drags. 
Sales last week were small, but five mills man- 
aged to run at intervals on accumulated orders, 
together with new ones. Receipts from Western 
mills were 3,840 barrels last week, compared 
with 10,160 the week before. Stock of flour in 
railway warehouses, 14,000 barrels; export ship- 
ments last week. 714 barrels. 

Milwaukee mills turned out 31,035 barrels of 
flour, against 30,595 the preceding week, 43,650 
in 1894, and 31,800 in 1893. Production may 
show an increase this week. The old statement 
of a hand-to-mouth trade again applies to this 
woek, and millers are inclined to feel downcast. 
Buyers, both at home and abroad, lack confi- 
dence in prices, and are loath to trade except at 
below cost. Export shipments are a little heav- 
ior, owing to mills filling orders booked recently 
— to 20,000 sacks, against 10,225 last 
week. 

St. Louis’ output was 50,000 barrels, against 
55,800 the week before. Littie anxiety to take 
hold is manifested by the domestic trade except 
for immediate wants, which seemed small. Most 
of that moved was taken by Texas and the South. 
Export offerings were frequent, but far too low; 
12,000 sacks reported sold, mostly taken by the 
United Kingdom. Sales aside from exports, 
9,000 barrels. Low grade high and firm. 

At Indianapolis there was a brightening of the 
aspect, but many Valley of the Ohio millers were 
unable to report much improvement with wheat 
scarce. . 

A very slow market is reported at New York, 
with traders holdimg off as much as possible. No 
improvement at Philadelphia. The flour war at 
Chicago has been called off. Baltimore reports 
the trade groveling in despair. No material 
change in — milling for a fortnight; 
business slow and prices unsatisfactory. A 
slightiy better feeling at Buffalo. In North Da- 
kota wasadull week, and business was done 
chiefly to supply local trade. After recent de- 
cline in wheat there was increased demand for 
cash wheat among some of the large mills, and 
offers of two cente above Duluth prices were 
made,

OALLED DELIRIOUS REFORMERS. 


Explanation of the President as to His 
Facetious Friends Who Made Such Re- 
marks Ils Sufficient, Especially When 
Coupled with the Assertion That the 
Presiding Officer Is in Favor of Fair 
. Valuations=Civic Federation Letter on 
Schools Filed Without Being Read. 


President Trude of the School Board was 
given an opportunity to explain at the meet- 
ing of the board last night a statement ac- 
credited to him to the effect that he had de- 
clared the members of thee board who 
want to boost rentals on the 
school fund property were dellrious 
reformers. Mr. Errant brought up the mat- 
tershortly after the session opened and the 
President was only too happy to clear him- 
self of sucha charge. He did it by saying 
the statement was a facetious one madein a 
newspaper and that the writer knew better 
when he wrote it. It was a serious matter, 
however, with the members, who had no 
means of knowing whether or not the Presi- 
dent had been poking fun at them. 


Trude was not responsible for the doings of 
his facetious friends. On the contrary, Mr. 


| Trude favored the rentais being,-fixed where 


they should be. Whea the present values 
were fixed ten 22 ago the board which 
adopted them, he said, had been accused of 
containing boodlers because the rentals were 
so low. e present board he said did not in- 
tend to have any such insinuations made 
against it. What it wanted was a just ap- 

raisal. For the benefit of the members 

r. Trude also reviewed the proceedings 
before Judge Kohlsaat and Judge Grosscup 
with reference to the appointment of the 
appraisers. 

When he said certain lessees of school fund 
property had asked to have some voice in the 
selection of the . ee to be named by 
the two Judges, Mr. Lindblom rose and 
wanted to know if a protest on the part of the 
board would not be proper. He said the men 
to be appointed were not arbitrators but ap- 
praisers, and he didn’t think the lessees 
should have anything to do with the appoint- 
ments.

OLAIM OP RAMSAY OREDITORS As TO 
MONEY IN THE TREASURY. 


They Say Upon the Treasurer’s Death 
Funds Belonging to His Estate Were 
Paid Over to Illinois, Whereas They 
Should Have Been Used to Pay His 
CreditorseDepositors in His Bank 
Likely to Contest That Action and In- 
sist Upon a Thorough Lavestigation, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.— [Special. 14 
good many members of the Legislature and 
officers of the State governmert were talking 
today about the effort to be made by the cred- 
itors of Rafus N. Ramsay to set aside the 
claim of $360,000 filed against his estate by 
his bondsmen. The matter is of particular 
interest here, since the attorneys for the cred- 
itors talk about using as witnesses Gov. Alt- 
gold, Auditor Gore, and other State officers. 

The idea prevails that at the time of Mr. 

Ramsay's death probably a balf million do'- 

lars in money was out on loan or in banks. 

So soon as Mr. Ramsay died the government 

by virtue of law took possession of the State 

Treasury. It is said Eltjah P. Ramsay, as 


‘administrator of his father’s estate, turned 


into the State Treasury a large amount of 
money, which was in no sense the property of 
the State. It went into the general tund and 
with the money brought here by Mr. Ram- 
say's bondsmen made the Treasury solvent. 
The creditors of the estate make the point 
that the money above referred to, wnich was 
derived from Mr. Ramsay’s estate, should not 
have been turned into the State Treusury, but 
should have been put in position where it 
could be used to pay his debts, 

The idea in calling Gov. Altgeld and Auditor 
Gore as witnesses seems to be to establish the 
fact of the transfer by Elijah P. Ram-ay as 
administrator of his father’s estate, to Elijah 

msay as State Treasurer of asum of 
money which did not come from the State of 
Illinois. No one here bas any doubt of the 
fact that if Mr. Rat say had lived to finish out 
his term of office he would have accounted 
for every dollar intrusted to hia care. It 
might have embarrassed him and his friends, 
but his resources were such he easily could 
have accomplished this result. He was re. 
garded as solvent and had good credit. So 
soon as he died, however, the troubles for his 
estate began. Some peopie here intimate 
broadly that his estate was in the main turned 
into money to fill the gap made by the loans 
to Seiter. 

The matter will be the subject of long and 
bitter litigation. The creditors of the Ramsay 
estate, particularly depositors in his bank, 
will insist on an examination of witnesses, 
books, and papers, and as to what became of 
the funds deposited in that institution. The 
State is in o wise concerned, because every 
dollar shown by the books of the Auditor and 
Treasurer 9 have been in Mr. Ramsay's pos- 
session has been accounted for. The de- 
ficiency occasioned by Seiter loans was made 
good, dollar for dollar, and the simple ques- 
tion now is as to preference of creditors. 


CLAIM AGAINST THE RAMSAY ESTATE, 


Bondsmen Not Disturbed by the Action of 
the Carlisle Creditors, 

F. M. Blount of the Chicago National Bank 
and Carl Moll of the National Bank of Iili- 
nois were not disturbed yesterday over the 
dispatch from Carlisle that creditors of the 
Ramsay bank at that place had completed ar- 
rangements to fight the claim of $363,000 
filed against the estate by the bondsmen of 
Ramsay, especially its being placed in the 
sixth class. The bank officials both said there 
was no doubt about the position of the bonds- 
men. There could be no doubt the fund was 
a trust one, that the treasurer defaulted, and 
that the claim is properly in the sixth class. 
It is believed here that the present stir in 
Carlisle is brought about by the 2 
for Henry Seiter, the latter being 
debtor to the estate to the amount of 8340. 
000. Mr. Seiter is one of the debtors to 
whom the bondsmen are lookmg for a settle- 
ment.

WEST PULLMAN’S NEW INDUSTRY, 


Graham Company's Lead Works Are Now 
Almost Completed, * 
[This earns third prize, $2.) 

West Pullman is about to have a new estab- 
lishment added to its number. The Graham 
Lead Works, formerly of Omaha, Neb., start- 
ed a year and a half ago to erect an extensive 
plant for the manufacturing of white lead. 
The works are nearly compieted and the ma- 
chinery is being put in position. It has taken 
1,800,000 feet of lumber to put up the build- 
ings. The smokestack—125 feet high, made 
of boiler iron, arid riveted together like a 
boiler—is just completed and the boilers are 
being connected with it by an iron flue. A 
ladder of iron extends from the top to the 
bottom of the stack. The buildings contain 
300 copper vats. It is expected now to begin 
work in the coming spring.
